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Court battle begins over 
racial bias of IQ testing 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - IQ tests 
— and their alleged built-in bias 
against minority children — go on 
trial here today in a class action law­ 
suit filed on behalf of six black 
children.placed in classes for the 
mentally retarded because of low IQ 
test scores. 
“ The basic claim that we re trying 
is that the IQ tests are culturally 
biased against black children 
because they don’t take into con­ 
sideration the cultural experience of 
the children,’’ said attorney Sam 
Miller. 
The class action suit was filed m 
1971 after the black children scored 
below 75 on standard intelligence 
quotient tests and were placed in 
classes for the “ educable mentally 
retarded. ” 
The children scored 17 to 35 points 
higher when retested by the Bay 
A rea A sso cia tio n of B lack 
Psychologists, using tests reworded 
to better reflect the language and ex­ 
perience of the children. 
Miller claims the misuse of IQ 
tests in class placement could result 
in irrev o cab ly stun tin g the 
educational growth of some minority

Judge all university 
applicants the same 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - All appli­ 
cants for University of California 
graduate and professional programs 
should be judged under the same 
broad criteria now reserved for mi­ 
nority applicants, Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. says. 
“ I would like to see the special ad­ 
missions program criteria applied to 
each applicant,” Brown told 
reporters following a Columbus Day 
ceremony at City Hall Monday. “ We 
need a total examination based on 
the qualities of the individual ap­ 
plying.’’ 
Under the University of Cali­ 
fornia’s special admissions pro­ 
visions, the race of a minority appli­ 
cant is taken into consideration, 
along with other criteria besides 
grades and test scores. 
The United States Supreme Court 
is to hear oral arguments Wednesday 
on a challenge to the special admis­ 
sions program at the UC Davis 
Medical School. 
A lawsuit filed by Allan Bakke of 
Sunnyvale, a white former Marine 
who was denied admission to the 
medical school, contends he was dis­ 
criminated against because the 
special admission policy auto­ 
matically set aside 16 of the school’s 
rre 


100 openings for minorities. 
The California Supreme Court 
agreed that Bakke, whose grades and 
test scores were higher than those of 
most of the minority applicants who 
were admitted when he applied, was 
the victim of discrimination. 
However, on Monday, Brown 
reiterated that he hopes the U.S. 
Supreme Court will reverse the state 
court’s Bakke decision. The gover­ 
nor claimed that grades and ex­ 
amination scores are not by 
themselves sufficient to forecast 
whether an applicant will make a 
good doctor. 
“ Somebody who had a C-plus 
average in college but had to work to 
support his family might make a bet­ 
ter doctor than somebody who got 
straight A s but never had to work a 
day in his life,” Brown said. 
“ The present medical school ex­ 
amination only measures test-taking 
ability,” rather than the various 
human qualities necessary for suc­ 
cess as a physician, Brown said. 
In this and in other professional 
and graduate programs, Brown 
argued, “ There should be a 
qualitative judgment based on the 
motivation, the character, and the 
talent of the individual.”

Lockheed strike in second 
day as bargaining stalled 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Thou­ 
sands of Lockheed workers were 
staying off the job today at the 
aerospace firm’s plants in Burbank, 
Palmdale and Sunnyvale as contract 
talks remained stalemated. 
“ As far as I know, neither side is 
talking to the other yet, but perhaps 
tomorrow or the next day we may 
get some approaches from the com­ 
pany,” said Neil Van der Cooke, 
spokesman for the International As­ 
sociation of M ach in ists and 
Aerospace Workers (IAM). 
“ The company says they’re ready 
and we’re certainly ready. But the 
mediators are calling the shots at the 
moment,” he said Monday night at 
the end of the first day of the 
walkout. 
The strike threatened production 
of Lockheed’s commercial jets and 
defense m issiles in California. 
However, the plants remained open. 
Members of the union, which 
represents about 13,500 workers at 


Miners 
claiming 
meteorite 
discovery 


BARSTOW (AP) - Two miners 
say they’ve discovered a meteorite 
even bigger than the “Old Woman 
Meteor” that touched off a tug-of- 
war between state and federal offi­ 
cials and the men who found it. 
But the miners aren’t saying just 
where their treasure trove is, except 
that it’s allegedly somewhere in the 
Avawatz Mountains about 60 miles 
northeast of Bars tow. 
The new specimen was dubbed the 
“ Squaw Tom Meteorite” after one of 
the men who says he found it: 
“ Squaw Tom” Sanders. 
The miners claim an assayer has 
certified the authenticity of the rock 
as an iron and nickel meteor, the 
same as the “ Old Woman.” 
But because of Monday’s federal 
holiday, no immediate confirmation 
was available from Bureau of Land 
Management personnel or other of­ 
ficials. 
Sanders said he discovered 
“ Squaw Tom” in 1927, but did 
nothing about it. “ I thought it was 
just a piece of iron,” he explained. 
However, after he and his partner, 
Art Wilson, viewed the “ Old 
Woman” in Barstow recently, 
Sanders said he decided to take 
another look at the specimen he had 
found in the desert five decades 
earlier. 
Sanders claims “ Squaw Tom" 
weighs more than three tons, while 
“ Old Woman” weighs 2 * tons. The 
“ Squaw Tom” specimen is also 26 in­ 
ches longer, 11 inches wider and six 
inches higher, Sanders claims. 
The discovery of the “ Old 
Woman,” found in the Old Woman 
Mountains southwest of Needles, 
touched off a battle between state of­ 
ficials who wanted the rock to re­ 
main here and federal officials who 
wanted to take it the Smithsonian In­ 
stitution in Washington, D.C. Little 
attention was paid during the 
struggle to the claims of the miners 
who found the rock. 
California eventually won out in 
the battle, when the Bureau of Land 
Management decided to let the 
meteor remain on display at various 
museums in the state. 


the three Lockheed plants, voted to 
strike this weekend. The Sunnyvale 
plant is the center for the Navy’s Tri­ 
dent missile program and the Bur­ 
bank and Palmdale plants make 
Lockheed’s L-1011 commercial 
jetliners, as well as Navy patrol 
planes. 
The striking workers represent 
roughly one-third of the employes at 
the three plants — machinists, 
janitors, secretaries and production 
workers, officials said. The dispute 
centers on wage anil seniority 
considerations. 


IAM membership in Lockheed’s 
Marietta, Ga., plant, voted Sunday 
not to strike immediately, and in­ 
stead to opt for another crack at the 
bargaining tables. 
The workers’ contract in Georgia 
and California expired at midnight 
Sunday. They are asking for a new 
pact that would give them pay hikes 
of 8 per cent in the first year of the 
contract, then 5 per cent and 4 per 
cent in the following years. Lockheed 
has offered increases of 3.5 per cent, 
and 3 per cent each of the following 
two years.

Wind carries pollution 
LOS ANGELES (AP) — Wind currents would carry 
pollution from Alaskan oil tankers toward Los Angeles, 
say officials who sent a manned balloon aloft to test the 
air flow. 
The balloon America, launched Monday, was gathering 
wind trajectory data for the South Coast Air Quality .Man­ 
agement District, which must decide whether to approve 
a proposed Standard Oil of Ohio terminal in Long Beach 
Harbor. 
The free-floating balloon was blown about by prevailing 
winds the same way air pollutants would be, district of­ 
ficials said. 


Earth-moon pictures 
PASADENA (AP) — Photographs of the earth and 
moon together, beamed to earth by the Voyager 1 
spacecraft, are being processed and should be ready by 
the end of the week, a Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
spokesman says. 
The six color pictures, transmitted across 19 million 
miles of space over the weekend and received early Mon­ 
day, were actually taken shortly after Voyager l ’s takeoff 
Sept. 5 but had been stored in the spacecraft’s computer, 
said JPL spokesman Alan Wood. 


$85 million bill 
SACRAMENTO (AP) — Officials estimate that this 
season’s forest fires, mudslides and flooding in California 
will cost $85 million. 
The U.S. Forest Service says it will cost $32 million just 
to fight mudslides and floods in the central coast region 
that are expected from winter and spring rains. 
Most of last summer’s fires occurred on federal forest 
lands, so the U.S. Forest Service will pick up the heaviest 
expenses for this year’s blazes in California. 
State and federal officials said in a published report 
Monday that the exact cost will not be known for months, 
probably even years, because they’re still reseeding 
burned areas. 


'Loco weed' death 
STRAWBERRY (AP) — An 18 -year-old man apparently 
under the influence of “ loco weed” has died after plung­ 
ing 100 feet into a rocky ravine, Kern County officials 
said. 
Jack E. King of Quartz Hill, a small community near 
Lancaster, may have wandered away from his Tehachapi 
Mountains campsite after eating jimson plant, also known 
as “ loco weed, the Kern County coroner said Monday. 
King had been camping near Castle Rock, about 11 
miles northwest of Rosamond in Kern County, authorities 
said. They said he died Sunday. 


Railway speed limit 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — Officials of the nation’s rail 
system, Amtrak, say they can cut travel time between 
San Diego and Los Angeles by 18 minutes, partly by 
eliminating a speed limit near the San Clemente estate of 
former President Richard M. Nixon. 
The proposal was part of a five-year plan issued in 
Washington Monday that also recommended increasing 
service between the two southern California cities. 
“ Trains passing near the Nixon enclave must still slow 
down to 40 miles an hour for a five-mile stretch,” said 
Arthur Lloyd, Western region manager for Amtrak’s 
public affairs in San Francisco. “ The restriction must 
have been imposed for security reasons and we inherited 
it.”

In the United 
States recent reports show 
that the number of women 
arrested since 1970 had 
risen three times faster 
than the number of men. 
According to Dr. Horst 
Schueler-Spring orum 
of 
Muich niesity, a decade 
ag o only 11 
to 14 in­ 
dividuals out of 100 con­ 
victed for crimes were 
women. Today, it is es­ 
timated that one in three 
criminals is a woman.

G e r m a n 
w om a n 
criminolog ist, Prof. Freda 
Adler feels that g uns help 
to equalize the difference 
in the physical streng th of 


men and women and that 
this, in part, accounts for 
the rise among women in 
crimes involving firearms. 
Some feminists feel that 
w om e n m a y now be 
reacting in ang er about the 
roles they’ve been forced 
to plav for so many years. 
Women are not by nature 
passive and I don’t know 
that you can assume 
women were so satisfied 
with their 
earlier roles 
just because they stayed in 
the kitchen. 
No one wants to see men 
or women involved in 
crime, but as women g ain 
more freedom, it can be 
expected that some w ill 
choose crim inal careers 
just as some men have.

DEAR C.G.: I think you 
can 
help your 
son 
by 
presenting a different point 


of view that w ill temper 
his losses, and at least let 
him know that all people 
don’t see the world this 
way. This w ill help g ive 
him 
pers pe c tiv e 
and 
balance. Try to introduce 
him to some a rt form , 
painting , poetry or music, 
where the individual’s con­ 
centration is on competing 
with himself rather than 
winning over others. 
Several studies have in­ 
dicated that hig hly com­ 
petitive sports were psy­ 
cholog ically and em o­ 
t i ona ll y dam ag ing 
to 
young sters. However, a 
University of Vermont psy­ 
cholog ist, John Burchard, 
attempted to measure such 
side effects by studying 122 
Pee Wee hockey players 
during that state's tourna­ 
ment. 
He found that the 11- and 
12-year-old players took 
out their frustrations ver­ 
bally on themselves and 
the referees, but not on the 
opposing players and that 
there was little difference 
in ag g ression among those 
on the winning and losing 
teams. He concluded that 
competitive 
environment 
may not be all that disrup­ 
tive. It does not 
elicit 
ag g ression and hostility 
per se.

NEW YO R K (U P I) — Stocks headed lower Tuesday in 
slow trading. Investors were disturbed by reports the 
Federal R eserve Board is expecting a large rise in the 
nation’s money supply. 
Also hindering the market was speculation that banks 
would raise their prime lending rate to 7% per cent, 
following last week’s quarter-point jump to 7% per cent. 
This could put a crimp in business expansion programs. 
Investors were dismayed further that Treasury 
Secretary W. Michael Blumenthal said President Carter 
hasn’t made up his mind “ on any of the issues’’ that would 
be involved in his pending “ tax reform’’ program. 
As a result, the Dow Jones industrial average, which 
slipped 0.09 point Monday, was off 2.60 points to 837.66 
shortly before noon EDT. 
Declines led declines, 650 to 430, among the 1,595 issues 
crossing the tape. The 515 unchanged issues reflected con­ 
siderable investor uncertainty about the course of the 
market.

retirement of the chief ex- 
e cu tive m eant re a s ­ 
signments for more than 
1,700 employes. Had the 
top man not left, many of 
those managers might 
have. 
“ Usually I have noted 
that among 100 candidates 
for president or chairman, 
15 per cent will leave to 
make it elsew h ere,’ ’ 
regardless of retirement 
policy. “ But when the chief 
executive stays on, anoth­ 
er 10 per cent or so will 
leave,” he said. 
“ This means that when 
the chief executive stays, 


the quit rate among eligi- 
bles is close to 25 per cent, 
depending on how long he 
stays,” said Jennings, ad­ 
ding: 
“ As long as the can­ 
didates can expect the 
chief to retire they can 
deal with the problem of 
making it or not. But add 
the uncertainty about 
retirement and it becomes 
too much. They look 
elsewhere.” 
The problem for the 
individual in such cases is 
the possible loss of what 
they feel is Ufe’s biggest 
prize. Candidates for the 
top jobs are aware that the 
“ window ages,” 
where 
they are observed, is 45-50 
for president, and 51-56 for 
chairman. 
They understand, said 
Jennings, that they must 
get their faces in the win­ 
dow at these ages. And if 
the top man stays, they 
either pass the window and 
out of the picture, or they 
transfer while they have 
the time. 
The stress and perhaps 
chaos in their lives is 
matched at the corporate 
level, where ‘‘in com­ 
panies where the plug 
stays in an indeterminate 
time, the candidates left 
are relatively old or very 
young.” 
When the frustrated 
manager moves to another 
company, he sometimes 
does so only on the as­ 
surance that he can be a vi­ 
able candidate. But if the 


top man there also stays 
on, “ it might increase dis­ 
satisfaction with the whole 
system.” 
R ecognizing that the 
problem is personal, 
societal, corporate and 
economic, and that de­ 
fenses can be argued for 
both early and late retire­ 
ments, Jennings made no 
attempt during the inter­ 
view to defend one po­ 
sition or another. 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Amtrak on Monday un­ 
veiled a five-year plan call­ 
ing for purchase of new 
railroad passenger cars 
and locom otives and 
modernization of key sta­ 
tions and facilities at a cost 
of more than $4.5 billion. 
It also proposed a com­ 
plete restudy of Amtrak’s 
national route system, the 
first major review since 
the government-subsidized 
rail passenger corporation 
was formed in 1971. 
The package was submit­ 
ted to the White House and 
Congress, both of which 
must give approval. 


In the 177-page docu­ 
ment, Amtrak projected a 
28.8 per cent growth in pas­ 
sengers it will carry — 
from 18.6 million in 1976 to 
26 million in 1982. In the 
same period, revenue is ex­ 
pected to increase from 
$287.5 m illion to $482 
million. 


New equipment to be 
purchased under the plan 
includes 353 new passen­ 
g er c a rs, 
15 d ie s e l 
locomotives, 53 high-speed 
electric locomotives for 
use on the Northeast cor­ 
ridor between Boston and 
W ash in g to n and six 
e le c tr ic 
sw itc h in g 
locomotives for New York 
City rail yard operations. 
Improvements would be 
made to scores of existing 
units. 
Amtrak also proposed to 
establish a mothball fleet 
of up to 200 cars and 30 
locomotives for use in 
periods like the 1974 energy 
crisis when there was a

The plan examines the 
possibility of expanding 
routes and recommends an 


increase from three to six 
daily round trips between 


Chicago and Detroit and an 
increase from five to seven 
daily round trips between 
Los Angeles and San 
Diego.

So it will be on Wednesday in the 
valley when the solar eclipse of Oct. 
12, 1977 occurs.

Hunting ban argued 
for Big Bear Valley 


Here, unfortunately, it won’t be at 
noon and it won’t be total. In fact, to 
see the eclipse at its best one would 
have to — as hundreds of scientists 
will — be sitting aboard a ship about 
1,200 miles west of Colomubia, South 
America. 
Locally, viewers will see a 47 per 
cent eclipse, reaching its greatest 
proportion about 1:15 p.m. Wednes­ 
day. From the valley angle, the sun 
will form a rather large crescent 
with the moon moving across and 
blotting out its lower half. 
Though partial here, the total 
eclipse will be visible in a path 
across the Pacific Ocean west of 
Mexico, reaching the coast of Colom­ 
bia shortly before sunset. Some U.S. 
astronomers are going to a site north 
of Bogota to be in the path of totality, 
which then extends into Venezuela, 
but with the sun extremely low in the 
sky. 
Of course, one should take note of 
the usual reminders about eye care 
when looking into the sun. Physicist 
Robert Chambers of Pomona College 
notes the two safe ways to view the 
eclipse while also eclipsing the need 
for any expensive astronomical 
paraphernalia are the pinhole card­ 
board viewer and the folded and ex- 


posed (totally black) sheets of black 
and white picture film. 
The pinhole simply requires two 
pieces of cardboard, one of which 
has been perforated in the center. 
With your back to the sun, hold the 
sheet with the hole up so the sunlight 
may pass through the hole and 
reflect on the other sheet. The image 
of the eclipse should be reflected. 
Chambers said smoked glass 
works well provided the layer of 
carbon is good and thick and 
provides protection from the sun’s 
more harmful elements. 
The fascination man has for 
eclipses has not lapsed in the thou­ 
sands of years since they first were 
witnessed. Aside from Biblical nota­ 
tions, they are also recorded among 
the ancient Greeks and Romans with 
Homer mentioning one in the Odys­ 
sey. 
During eclipses, birds have been 
seen to go to roost, squirrels and 
woodchucks have prepared for sleep 
and, in the springtime, tree frogs 
have begun to croak.

“ The sun is hotter in some areas 
than in others.” says Chambers. 
Also to be studied will be the sun’s 
coronal region itself; the area where 
the matter burned by the sun is 
spewed out into space. These studies 
can have a significant impact on 
radio and radar communications, 
says Chambers. 
Also to be conducted will be ex­ 
periments in observing the positions

ticular job will take six months, as 
scientists will view stars during the 
eclipse and six months from now to 
determine what impact the sun s 
gravity has on bending the light from 
far distant stars. 
In performing such a study, says 
Chambers, it is important that one’s 
equipment not be moved from the 
spot of the original sighting. 
“ Often that’s more difficult than 
taking the measurements.” he said. 
The next total eclipse in North 
America will be Feb. 29, 1979 when 
the path of totality will sweep 
through Oregon, Washington and 
Idaho into Canada. It will be 30 years 
— 2007 — before the next total 
eclipse passes through the central 
part of the nation. In 2024, New York 
Citv will get a real blackout when the 
path of totality travels right down 
Broadway. 
Caused by the moon simply pass­ 
ing between the earth and sun, 
eclipses occur at least twice a year 
and sometimes as often as five times 
a year, though they are not always 
total. 
Wednesday’s eclipse should begin 
at approximately 11.58 a.m. and con­ 
clude by 2:38 p.m. with its maximum 
nhase about 1:15 p.m.

A proposal to ban the firing of 
shotguns in the resort area of Big 
Bear Valley because, of danger and 
nuisance to residents was defeated 
on a split-vote by San Bernardino 
County supervisors Monday. 
Hunters and wildlife lovers argued 
the pros and cons of the proposed ban 
that, if successful, would have stop­ 
ped water-fowl hunting at the pop­ 
ular resort area. 
Supervisors Robert Hammock of 
San Bernardino and Dennis 
Hansberger of Yucaipa refused to 
totally ban duck hunting at Big Bear, 
but indicated they will support a ban 
for most of the area next week. 
For local hunters, it may mean go­ 
ing somewhere other than popular 
Big Bear Lake to shoot ducks. 
The primary issue before the 
supervisors Monday was how much 
of the area should be put off-limits to 
hunters. 
Population growth at Big Bear m 
recent years has changed the area 
from rural to urban, residents 
claimed. 
Shotgun hunting, presently allowed 
in close proximity to homes, is in- 
compatable with the wishes of the 
vast majority of residents, they said. 
Supervisor James Mayfield, who 
represents the Big Bear residents, 
proposed completely banning the fir­ 
ing of shotguns — and thus hunting 
— from the 12-mile long, 2-mile wide 
valley. 
He said sentiment was “ 90 per cent 
in favor” of completely outlawing 
the discharge of firearms in the 
area 
Firing of high-power rifles and 
ther guns is already prohibited in 
lost of the valley but shotgun use is 
resently unregulated by local or- 
inance. 
M ayfield claimed risks and 
[angers of allowing continued duck 
mnting in the area were too great, 
le also said most residents were op- 
used to hunting in the area because 
>f the noise nuisance caused by 
ihotgun blasts. 
He pleaded for supervisors to sup- 
wrt his motion to outlaw shotgun fir- 
ng in the valley, but received un­ 
qualified support from only one. 
Supervisor Joseph Kamansky of 
Upland supported such a ban. He 
said residents should not be required 
to live with noise nuisances and acci­ 
dent dangers around them. "We 
should not have shotgun shooting in 
the urban areas of Big Bear Lake or 
any other areas where people live,” 
he said. 


In supporting a total shotgun ban, 
the two supervisors went against a 
proposal by the county fish and game 
commission which had earlier ham­ 
mered out a compromise between 
hunters and officials from a wildlife 
group, the Organization of Wildlife 
Lovers (OWL). 
Tony Linza of Chino, who chairs 
the commission, recommended 
supervisors only outlaw shotgun 
shooting on Big Bear Lake and the 
shore area surrounding it. 
He opposed a total ban in the 
valley because he said there were no 
safety reasons to justify it. “ There 
has never been a report of injuries 
related to shotgun discharges in Big 
Bear Valley,” he said. 
Linza said state laws might con­ 
flict with a total shotgun ban in the 
area. He said a similar case in Bur­ 
bank had been deemed illegal by the 
state attorney general’s office. 
“ I feel that to close the whole 
valley (to shotgun use) would be in 
conflict with the attorney general’s 
opinion,” he said. 
A spokesman for the California 
Department of Fish and Game, Lt. 
Glen Moore, said he was “ confused” 
over the proposed ban since it ap­ 
peared to conflict with state law. 
“ We do not concur with the neces­ 
sity of closing the entire lake to 
shotgun discharge,” he said. 
Most of the hunters testifying Mon­ 
day agreed 
Dennis Riley, a hunter, said super­ 
visors should consider setting aside 
special areas for duck hunters in the 
valley. “ Why eliminate it (hunting) 
completely,” he said. 
Jim Hall, president of the Big Bear 
Valley Sportsmans Club - which has 
opposed the ordinance all along, said 
that there had never been any 
reported injuries from hunting at Big 
Bear and questioned why the entire 
area was considered for closure. 
On the other hand, several sup­ 
porters of the ban said hunting was 
dangerous and a nuisance. 
“ We live in a very narrow 
ecologically fragile valley,” said 
John Joiner a Big Bear Valley resi­ 
dent. “ Noise travels in that valley as 
if it were a drum. ” 
Supervisors .said they will make a 
final decision on the proposed ban 
next Monday at their regular 
meeting. If an urgency measure is 
adopted then, it would likely greatly 
affect the opening of duck hunting 
season, which starts in late October 
and runs till January. 
Big Bear has traditionallly been 
one of the prime duck hunting locales 
in Southern California.

One o f the majo r threats to religio us liberty to ­ 
day is the co mplacency o f the American peo ple in 
the face o f go v ernment encro achment. So say s 
Andrew Leigh Gunn, ex ecutiv e directo r o f Ameri­ 
cans United fo r Separatio n o f Church and State. 
In a recent interv iew, he cited a number o f way s 
the state - chiefly the federal go v ernment — is un­ 
dermining that histo ric “ wall” between it and the 
church(es): The Natio nal Labo r Relatio ns Bo ard, 
fo r ex ample, telling the Catho lic Church it must 
bargain with teachers unio ns in paro chial scho o ls, 
o r the channeling o f federal funds thro ugh churches 
to build ho spitals o r retirement ho mes. 
It’s hard to dispel the co mplacency precisely 
because so much o f the encro achment is fo r so cial­ 
ly desirable ends. No w if federal agents were to 
phy sically inv ade a church as if it were so me kind 
o f speakeasy , the breach in the “ wall” wo uld be o b­ 
v io us fo r all to see. 
The strange thing is that this actually happened 
last July , when FBI agents armed with sledgeham­ 
mers, po wer saws and cro wbars, swo o ped do wn o n 
the Church o f Sciento lo gy in Washingto n, D.C., and 
Lo s Angeles in search o f do cuments allegedly 
sto len fro m ex tensiv e go v ernment files amassed 
during y ears o f scrutiny o f Sciento lo gy . 
The warrant fo r the raid was later declared to b e 
impro per by a federal judge and so v ague as to be a 
v io latio n o f the Fo urth Amendment’s guarantee 
against unreaso nable searches and seizures. 
Back in 19 63, the Church o f Sciento lo gy in 
Washingto n had again been the target o f federal in­ 
trusio n when the Fo o d and Drug Administratio n 
co nfiscated the church’s “ E-meters” — electro nic 
dev ices used in co unseling sessio ns — claiming they 
were being adv ertised fo r the treatment o f dis­ 
eases. The Sciento lo gists ev entually wo n this battle 
with go v ernment also . 
Since it was fo unded in 19 54, Sciento lo gy has 
gradually wo n reco gnitio n by numero us co urts and 
go v ernment agencies, including the Internal 
Rev enue Serv ice, as a bo nafide religio n who se 
do ctrines are based o n a mix ture o f religio us 
philo so phies. No ndeno minatio nal and o pen to peo ­ 
ple o f all faiths, Sciento lo gy currently claims 
membership o f mo re than three millio n in this 
co untry . 
It wo uld seem that the FBI sho uld hav e 
so mething better to do in 19 77 than harass a 
religio us o rganizatio n who se danger to so ciety — if 
any — has nev er been demo nstrated.

Th e ev iden ce h as alread y been ex ­ 
tracted fro m o fficials in swo rn 
dep o sitio n s.

back fro m th e p ress. Here are th e 
startlin g h ig h lig h ts: 
— So me 14 millio n ch ildren in th e 
Un ited States are elig ible fo r 
break fasts free o f ch arg e o r at 
redu ced p rices. Yet th e break fasts 
were av ailable o n ly to a scan t 5 p er­ 
cen t o f th ese n eedy ch ildren in 1971, 
less th an 10 p ercen t in 1972. At th e 
p resen t rate, it wo u ld tak e 46 y ears 
to p ro v ide break fast to ev ery im­ 
p o v erish ed ch ild. Yet Ag ricu ltu re o f­ 
ficials swo re th is wasn ’t an u n ­ 
reaso n able timetable. 
— Th e Ag ricu ltu re Dep artmen t 
h asn ’t y et establish ed u n ifo rm stan ­ 
dard s fo r determin in g wh ich sch o o ls 
are elig ible fo r th e su bsid ized 
break fasts. So me states, th erefo re, 
h av e d ecid ed all th eir n o n p ar­ 
ticip atin g sch o o ls are elig ible, wh ile 
o th ers in sist th at n o n e o f th eir 
sch o o ls n eed th e p ro g ram . 
In c red ibly , P h illip s E x e t e r 
Acad emy , o n e o f th e n atio n ’s 
wealth iest p riv ate sch o o ls, o ffers th e 
g o v ern men t break fasts. Yet Missis­ 
sip p i h as n o break fast p ro g ram fo r 
236 sch o o ls, wh ich h av e a 90 p ercen t 
elig ibility av erag e. 
— Becau se th e p ro g ram was still 
failin g to meet its o bjectiv es in 1971, 
Co n g ress decided to req u ire ev ery 
state to su bmit a p lan detailin g its in ­ 
ten tio n s. Th e p u rp o se was to mak e 


su re th e states made th e n ecessary 
p rep aratio n s befo re an y fed eral 
fu n ds were released fo r ch ild n u tri­ 
tio n . Yet Ag ricu ltu re o fficials h av e 
ap p ro v ed state p lan s th at are wh o lly 
in adeq u ate. Of 33 0 p lan s ap p ro v ed 
between 1972 an d 1977. o n ly 24 co n ­ 
tain ed lists o f sch o o l d istricts th at in ­ 
ten ded to o ffer break fasts to mo re 
p o o r ch ildren . 
- Th e in differen t, u n in sp ired fo lk s 
at th e Ag ricu ltu re Dep artmen t h av e 
reg arded th e break fast p ro g ram as 
su ch ro u tin e d ru d g ery th at th ey 
h av en ’t bo th ered to with h o ld fu n ds 
fro m states fo r su bmittin g p o o r 
p lan s. No r h as an y actio n been tak en 
ag ain st a state fo r failin g to ach iev e 
th e o bjectiv es o f p rev io u s p lan s. 
So me p lan s h av e been ap p ro v ed, in 
fact, ev en th o u g h th ey stated o u t­ 
rig h t th at th e p ro g ram wo u ld n o t be 
ex p an ded. 
— Th e failu re o f states to ex p an d 
th e p ro g ram to co v er th o u san d s o f 
lo w-in co me ch ild ren p ro d d ed 
Co n g ress in to actio n . Th e break fast 
p ro g ram, lawmak ers decided, mu st 
be o ffered in all sch o o ls wh o se stu ­ 
den t bo dies co n tain 25 p ercen t lo w- 
in co me ch ild ren . Ag ricu ltu re o f­ 
ficials, h o wev er, h av e ig n o red th is 
co n g ressio n al man d ate an d h av e 
refu sed to req u ire th e states to co m­ 
p ly . 
Th ese o fficials h av e h elp ed mak e 
America th e best-fed n atio n in 
h isto ry . Desp ite sp readin g dro u g h t, 
farmers are h arv estin g reco rd 
cro p s. Yet in th e swellin g slu ms o f 
America, ch ildren still en d u re th e 
g n awin g p ain s o f h u n g er. Th ey are 
th e an o n y mo u s ch ildren o f p aren ts 
wh o are o ften to o p o o r to affo rd ev en 
th e g o v ern men t stamp s to bu y cu t- 
p rice fo o d. 
So th e ch ildren ex ist o n a diet o f 
starch es an d water. Th ey sit in 
creak in g h o u ses, with emp ty 
sto mach s an d du ll ey es — h u n g ry 
ch ildren in th e midst o f p len ty , ig ­ 
n o red by Ag ricu ltu re o fficials 
en g ro ssed in th e stru g g le to redu ce 
th e bu lg in g farm su rp lu ses at th e 
same time th at th ey seek to mak e 
farmlan d mo re p ro du ctiv e.

Whether o r no t the Franchise Tax Bo ard acts 
uDo n the new-fo und autho rity pro v ided in an o pinio n 
nfthe legislativ e co unsel to dismiss its ex ecutiv e o f­ 
ficer Martin Huff, the ruling is bo und to set the 
stage fo r future turmo il in the agency as lo ng as he 
remains. 
Huff’s po st has been regarded as unique in that, 
altho ugh he is an appo intee o f the three member 
bo ard, the law say s he can o nly be remo v ed by a 
two -thirds v o te o f the Senate. 
. . . . . 
.. 
The bo ard itself is unique in that its three 
members serv e ex o fficio and hav e full-time 
respo nsibilities in o ther state agencies. Because o f 
that Huff, under prev io us memberships, was per­ 
mitted to administer bo ard affairs unbridled, the 
members being to o busy with o ther matters to 
bo ther superv ising him. 
The result was that Huff grew to be so mewhat o f 
a martinet, ruling the agency with an iro n hand and 
making unilateral po licy and perso nnel decisio ns 
witho ut co nsulting the bo ard and o ften witho ut its 
kno wledge. 
With the turno v er o f members after the 19 74 elec­ 
tio ns, the new bo ard, seeking to ex ercise its legally 
assigned respo nsibilities fo r administering the tax 
laws, enco untered difficulties finding o ut what Huff 
was do ing and, acco rding to at least two o f the 
members, refusals to o bey instructio ns tantamo unt 
to insubo rdinatio n. 
Furthermo re, Huff, a po litician himself who go t 
the jo b as a reward fo r being a campaign finance 
chairman fo r fo rmer Go v . Pat Bro wn, has been suc­ 
cessful in persuading so me segments o f the press 
that he stands singlehandedly defending the tax 
reco rds fro m po litical tampering by the bo ard 
members. 
The fact is that Huff, acco rding to the law, has no 
duties and no po wers ex cepting tho se delegated to 
him by the bo ard. His o pen defiance o f the present 
bo ard can o nly be attributed to the sense o f security 
he believ es he has under the pro v isio ns fo r his 
remo v al. 
. 
No w, the legislativ e co unsel’s o pinio n that tne 
pro v isio n v io lates the separatio n o f po wers 
Pro v i­ 
sio n* o f the state’s co nstitutio n may hav e cut the 
rug but fro m under Huff. 
The o pinio n no tes that the Califo rnia co urts hav e 
no t ruled o n the questio n but cites a parallel case 
decided by the U.S. Supreme Co urt which held un­ 
co nstitutio nal the remo v al o f an appo intee o f the 
president being subject to the co nsent o f the Senate. 
In case that causes wo nder as to the v alidity o t 
the requirements fo r co nfirmatio n o f appo intees b\ 
the Senate, the o pinio n no tes that is a practice o t 
lo ng standing and has been reco gnized by the 
co urts. 
-. 
In any ev ent, ev en had the law no t been held un­ 
co nstitutio nal, such a pro v isio n v io lates all the prin 
ciples o f go o d management and superv isio n. 
Ho w can a bo ard superv ise and co ntro l a subo r­ 
dinate emplo y ee witho ut the po wer to discipline and 
ev en terminate such emplo y ee? That, o f co urse, is 
what the fuss has been all abo ut. 
If the Legislature do esn’t feel that the tax laws 
can be pro perly administered by the present bo ard, 
it sho uld change the makeup o f the bo ard by alter­ 
ing its co mpo sitio n. Actually , it do esn’t seem a bad 
structure, hav ing two co nstitutio nal o fficers, 
elected independently , and an appo intee o f the 
go v erno r serv ing as members. 
What will happen nex t is any bo dy ’s guess. The 
bo ard co uld, o n the adv ice o f the o pinio n, fire Huff, 
leav ing him to take the issue to co urt. Or, in v iew o f 
the o pinio n, Huff may no w decide to be a go o d bo y 
and fo llo w o rders.

DEAR DR. M ILLER: Dad bought Porkie and Bess to 
raise for bacon but Sis and I are trying to get him to let us 
keep them as pets.

D EAR DR. M IL L E R: Our last cat died because his 
bladder got blocked up with sand and he couldn’t urinate. 
Tommy Tompkings, here, is his replacement. Tommy has 
had all of his shots. He gets good food. He just had a 
check-up and he seems in perfect health. We know that 
bladder blockage happens often in male cats. 
We would like to know what we can do besides just good 
care to keep Tommy Tompkins from getting the same 
thing? — E.A, 
DEAR E .A .: The feline blocked bladder-uremia syn­ 
drome is indeed a major cause of death in adult male 
cats. Perhaps the single most important factor is 
avoiding the problem is a high daily fluid intake — the 
heavy drinker is rarely a victim. A cat kept in is less like­ 
ly to be exposed to a virus which is apparently a causative 
factor in at least some of these bladder cases. That in 
cat, however, should have some system for exercise since 
muscle tone and a trim figure also aid in reducing suscep­ 
tibility to FU S (the blocked bladder syndrome). 


FLASH TO FLE A FIG H TERS 
In your flea-fighting frustration — and for some feline 
and canine owners it can be a long tough battle — never 
use a flea collar in combination with any other anti-flea 
product. 
Using a flea collar along with a powder or spray may 
cause the elimination of pets as well as pests. There is 
enough undesirable poison in any single (effective) flea- 
fighting preparation. All of them are intended to be used 
alone. There is, however, one exception to this. Aromatic 
cedar shaving dog beds are safe to use in conjunction with 
a flea collar (O R) flea powder, and those cedar mats are 
repelling, revolting and repugnant to most fleas.

Here is a problem hand composed 
by Eddy Kantar, one of our greatest 
players. Try to avoid looking at the 
East-West hands until you have plan­ 
ned your entire play starting a trick 
four. 
West starts out by playing ace-king 
and a third heart. You win in your 
own hand and must plan the play. 
You start by assuming that West 
will hold both black kings. He really 
needs them to have an opening bid. 
Maybe this doesn’t worry you and it 
won’t unless it turns out that West 
holds three trumps and just one dia­ 
mond. Can you guard against that un­ 
pleasant possibility? 
You can, but it requires con­ 
siderable care. You start by cashing 
your ace of clubs and ruffing the 
jack. 
Now if you stop thinking and just 


lead dummy’s jack of spades the 
hand will collapse. West will take his 
king and lead a diamond. You won’t 
be able to shut out his 10 of trumps. 
So you cash one high diamond 
before leading that jack of spades 
and nothing can touch you. 


A Texas reader wants to know 
what happens when the contract is 
three hearts. Declarer makes nine 
tricks but is entitled to two more 
because of the revoke. Does he make 
game? 
We have answered this question 
several times before. Penalty tricks 
only count below the line if they help 
d eclarer make his contract. 
Otherwise, they are simply scored as 
overtricks. Thus, this declarer gets 
60 points above the line.

Water was still rising early today 
in the normally dry San Pedro and 
Gila rivers in southcentral Arizona 
where sco re s of person s w ere 
evacuated as the flooding spilled 
over thousands of acres. 
The Riverside Bridge on State 
Route 
177 near W inkelman, a 
ranching and mining community, 
was closed at 10:30 p.m. Monday and 
the Maricopa Bridge in the town was 
washed out a few hours earlier. 
To the south, the w ater w as 
receding in the Santa Cruz River 
near Tucson which could ease the 
heavy discharge into the San Pedro 
and Gila rivers. The Santa Cruz runs 
north from Mexico to a juncture with 
the Gila. 
The San Pedro and Santa Cruz, 
which carry w ater only when 
Arizona monsoons produce moisture, 
were turned into raging torrents by 
an eight-inch rainfall triggered by 
Tropical Storm Heather in northern 
Mexico and southern Arizona. 
Thousands of acres of cropland 
were inundated by the muddy torrent 
as dikes hastily erected by ranchers 
and civil defense units gave way. 
About 20 persons were forced from 
their homes in Winkelman when 
water spread a mile from the San 
Pedro channel, swirling through a 
mobile home park. 
•‘The trailers are about three or 
four feet off the ground and the 
water is maybe a foot over the 
door,” said Martha Howe, m anager 
of the nearby Copper Belle Motel. 
Officials said most of the dam age 
in the Winkelman area has been con­ 
fined to farmland. Power was out at 
many homes in nearby Kearny and 
Riverside and Mammoth, about 20 
miles to the south. 
In Nogales, on the Arizona-Mexico 
border, the rampaging Santa Cruz 
forced evacuation of 600 persons and 
an estim ated 100 oth ers down­ 
stream .

The Pomona City Council by a 4-1 
vote Monday night held final reading 
of an ordinance which will limit non­ 
profit organizations to having bingo 
gam es one night a week. 
The ordinance will also give the 
city 10 percent of each organization’s 
gross receipts from the running of 
such games» 
T)ie ordinance goes into effect in 30 
days. 
The only vote against the or­ 
dinance cam e from Councilman 
Benjamin Ochoa who explained that 
he was against the first ordinance 
which allowed bingo in Pomona. 
“ B in g o * o p e n s th e d o o r to 
gam bling,” Ochoa said. 
I m not 
making any concessions.” 
When the council reached the 
bingo ordinance on the 56-item 
agenda, which Mayor Charles Bader 
called the longest he had seen as a 
councilm an, the council quickly 
moved to approve the ordinance. 
But Bader stressed that although it 
was not a public hearing, there were 
people in the audience who wished to 
talk for or against the ordinance, and 
he set a time limit of 15 minutes on 
each side. 
Raymond Youngquist, attorney for 
the Church of All Faiths, asked for a 
week continuance of the ordinance so 
he could make a “ more meaningful 
presentation.” He was succeeding 
Joseph Dolan as the church’s at­ 
torney. 
The council quickly turned down 
that request. 
Youngquist said the problem ap­ 
pears that Victor Barbish of the 
Church of All Faiths is making too 
much money through his bingo 
operation. 
“ T h eir re lig io n m ay be un- 


o r t h o d o x , 
b u t 
th e y 
h a v e 
d e m o n s tr a te d 
go o d 
f a i t h . ’ 
Youngquist said 
He stressed that 
the church has given the Humane 
Society of the Pom ona V alley 
$50,000] and $15,000 to the Esperanza 
Society. 
“ 1 see a spectre in the mind of the 
City Council,” he said. “ If there are 
abuses, they can be remedied by 
proper police action.' 
He offered the city a night a week 
to run the bingo gam es. 
He said that the church spends 
$5.000 a month for the lease of its 
building and for bingo equipment. 
Youngquist asked that the council 
seriously consider allowing bingo 
four nights a week, with the city 
choosing on two nights any charity it 
wants. 
He was followed by the Rev. Bob 
Smith of the Church of All Faiths 
who recalled that the council s 
moratorium on churches in com- 
m erical zones did not include m as­ 
sage parlors nor pornography book 
stores. 
Speaking for the ordinance was the 
Rev. Hiram Sander* of the First 
Church of the Nazarene, who said he 
is opposed to bingo any night of the 
week. 
“ I'm here as a m atter of con­ 
science,” he said. "The real issue 
continues to be what is a non-profit 
organization?” 
Charles White of the Grove Street 
Bible Church called the issue 
“a 
fa rc e , a dan gerous farce. It’s 
dangerous to the ideas of the First 
Amendment.” 
Bader spoke of the city’s possibly 
setting a precedent. Speaking of the 
Church of All Faiths, he said that 
many sim ilar organizations will 
single out Pomona as a good place to 
operate bingo games.

13 inmates 
executed in 
prison riot 


GUADALAJARA, Mexico (AP) — 
Hundreds of rebellious convicts held 
part of Jalisco state prison today 
after executing 13 inm ates they 
charged tyrannized them as agents 
of the prison administration. 
Police and firemen appeared to be 
readying for an assau lt Monday 
night, setting up floodlights in front 
of a prison wall. But no attack was 
ordered. 
. 
Prison Director Pedro Parra said 
late Monday night security forces 
had regained control of the fortress- 
like, 2.300-inmate penitentiary. But 
no guards ventured beyond the 
adm inistrative section in the front of 
the prison, and inmates who fled 
from the cellblocks said the rioters 
still held the main part of the com­ 
plex. 
A statem ent reportedly signed by 
400 rebel inmates said the killings 
were “ not a crim e but justice. 
1 hey 
demanded better food, work op­ 
portunities. efficient medical service 
and better living conditions 
Five other persons including two 
guards were injured in the violence 
Monday morning. By midaftemoon 
all guards had been withdrawn from 
the cellblocks, and 2,000 men roamed 
freely over the interior. 
American prisoners — officially 
said to num ber eight, but one 
American inmate said there were 17 
— did not join in the rebellion, and 
none was injured, officials said The 
Americans are jailed on narcotics 
charges 
E y e w itn e sse s said the sla in 
prisoners enjoyed a privileged status 
as “ co o rd in ato rs” for the ad ­ 
ministration. They said their names 
were on a death list drawn up by the 
rebels, and they were killed one by 
one.

High court sets aside ruling 
on veterans job preference

Supreme Court today set aside a 
lower court’s ruling that struck down 
state laws giving a preference to 
m ilitary veterans who apply for 
public jobs. 
The justices, by a 6-3 vote, told a 
three-judge federal court in Mas­ 
sachusetts to reconsider its decision

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - IQ tests 
— and their alleged built-in bias 
against minority children — go on 
trial here today in a class action law­ 
suit filed on behalf of six black 
children placed in classes for the 
mentally retarded because of low IQ 
test scores. 
"The basic claim that we're trying 
is that the IQ tests are culturally 
biased again st black children 
because they don't take into con­ 
sideration the cultural experience of 
the children,” said attorney Sam 
Miller 
The class action suit was filed in 
1971 after the black children scored 
below 75 on standard intelligence 
quotient tests and were placed in 
classes for the "educable mentally 
retarded.'’ 
The children scored 17 to 35 points 
higher when retested by the Bay 
A rea A ss o c ia tio n of B la c k 
Psychologists, using tests reworded

LOS ANGELES (AP) - All appli­ 
cants for University of California 
graduate and professional programs 
should be judged under the same 
broad criteria now reserved for mi­ 
nority applicants, Gov.

"I would like to see the special ad­ 
missions program criteria applied to 
each ap p lic an t,” 
Brown told 
reporters following a Columbus Day 
ceremony at City Hall Monday. "We 
need a total examination based chi 
the qualities of the individual ap­ 
plying." 
Under the University of Cali­ 
fornia’s special admissions pro­ 
visions. the race of a minority appli­ 
cant is taken into consideration, 
along with other criteria besides 
grades and test scores. 
The United States Supreme Court 
is to hear oral arguments Wednesday 
on a challenge to the special admis­ 
sions program at the UC Davis 
Medical School. 
A lawsuit filed by Allan Bakke of 
Sunnyvale, a white former Marine 
who was denied admission to the 
medical school, contends he was dis­ 
criminated against because the 
special adm ission policy auto­ 
matically set aside 16 of the school’s 


100 openings for minorities. 
The California Supreme Court 
agreed that Bakke, whose grades and 
test scores were higher than those of 
most of the minority applicants who 
were admitted when he applied, was 
the victim of discrimination. 
However, on Monday, Brown 
reiterated that he hopes the U S. 
Supreme Court will reverse the state 
court’s Bakke decision. The gover­ 
nor claimed that grades and ex­ 
am ination sco re s are not by 
themselves sufficient to forecast 
whether an applicant will make a 
good doctor. 
"Somebody who had a C-plus 
average in college but had to work to 
support his family might make a bet­ 
ter doctor than somebody who got 
straight A s but never had to work a 
day in his life,” Brown said. 
"The present medical school ex­ 
amination only measures test-taking 
ability,” rather than the various 
human qualities necessary for suc­ 
cess as a physician, Brown said. 
In this and in other professional 
and graduate programs, Brown 
arg u ed , "T h e re should be a 
qualitative judgment based on the 
motivation, the character, and the 
talent of the individual.”

Miners 
claiming 
meteorite 
discovery 


B A R S T O W (AP) — Two miners 
say they’ve discovered a meteorite 
even bigger than the "Old Woman 
Meteor” that touched off a tug-of- 
war between state and federal offi­ 
cials and the men who found it. 
But the miners aren’t saying just 
where their treasure trove is, except 
that it’s allegedly somewhere in the 
Avawatz Mountains about 60 miles 
northeast of Bars tow 
The new specimen was dubbed the 
"Squaw Tom Meteorite” after one of 
the men who says he found it: 
"Squaw Tom” Sanders. 
The miners claim an assayer has 
certified the authenticity of the rock 
as an iron and nickel meteor, the 
same as the "Old Woman.” 
But because of Monday’s federal 
holiday, no immediate confirmation 
was available from Bureau of Land 
Management personnel or other of­ 
ficials. 
San ders said he discovered 
"Squaw Tom” in 1927, but did 
nothing about it. ‘‘I thought it was 
just a piece of iron,” he explained 
However, after he and his partner, 
Art W ilson, view ed the ‘ ‘Old 
Woman” in Barstow recently, 
Sanders said he decided to take 
another look at the specimen he had 
found in the deaert five decades 
earlier 
Sanders claim s "Squaw Tom " 
weighs more than three tons, while 
"Old Woman” weighs 2W tons The 
"Squaw Tom” specimen is also 26 in­ 
ches longer, 11 inches wider and six 
inches higher, Sanders claims 
The d isco v e ry of the "O ld 
Woman,” found in the Old Woman 
Mountains southwest of Needles, 
touched off a battle between state of­ 
ficials who wanted the rock to re­ 
main here and federal officials who 
wanted to take it the Smithsonian In­ 
stitution in Washington, D.C. Little 
attention w as paid during the 
struggle to the claims of the miners 
who found the rock. 
California eventually won out in 
the battle, when the Bureau of Land 
Management decided to let the 
meteor remain on display at various 
m useum s in the state.

Engraved invitations were sent 
out, and there were state and USDA 
officials present for the unveiling of 
the hen-power setup Monday at the 
Heying Enterprises Farm. Former 
Iowa Sen Hilarius Heying and his 


family put up half the money for the 
experiment. 
“ This is a first,” noted Carl 
Larson, representing the USDA 
Department of Rural Development.

Capitol renovation. 
The marble work portrays 
Columbus holding a symbolic globe, 
like a basketball referee ready to 
throw up the first ball A scantily 
clad Indian maiden is at his feet. 


The statue became controversial 
when it was unveiled in 1844. Art 
critics have panned it and Indians 
protested the girl’s semi-nudity. 
Defenders said the head of Columbus 
was taken from an original bust in 
Spain and could be the best likeness 
of the explorer in Washington. 
Today, it rests at the Smithsonian 
Institution's storage facility 
in 
Suitland, Md. A S m ith so n ian 
spokesman, Paul Perrot, said . 
“ There are no present plans for The 
Discovery.’” 
He said it might be placed in a 
museum exhibit in the future.

Moscow mum on 
space linkup difficulties 


MOSCOW (AP) - No official 
reason has been given for the in­ 
ability of two cosmonauts aboard the 
Soyuz-25 spacecraft to link up with 
thé orbiting space laboratory Salyut- 
6, the latest in a series of Soyuz-Sal- 
yut failures. 
The cosmonauts, Lt. Col. Vladimir 
Kovalenok and flight engineer 
Valery Ryumin, returned to earth to­ 
day after 49 hours and 46 minutes 
aloft. Both men were reported in 
good health 
Western space experts in Moscow 
suggested two possible reasons for 
the aborted mission : that the dock­ 
ing mechanism did not work or, 
more likely, that the cosmonauts 
overshot the space lab and didn't 
have enough fuel for another try. 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
reported that Kovalenok and Ryumin 
ended their first mission in space 
with a soft landing “ in the set area 
450 miles north of the Baikonur space 
center in central Asia. 
The flight was to have been a 
dramatic celebration of the 20th an­ 
niversary of the space age, in- 


augurated Oct. 4, 1957, by the first 
manmade earth satellite, the unman­ 
ned Soviet Sputnik. 


The only Tass comment on the 
failure Monday was that that there 
were “ some deviations from a plan­ 
ned docking regime.” 


Lack of a booster rocket powerful 


enough to lift loads of more than 
seven tons into space is the crux of 
the problems with the Soyuz-Salyut 
program, in the view of Western 
observers here. 


Western experts feel this problem 
could prove a serious obsUcle to the 
Soviet space program because it is 
geared to work by cosmonauts 
aboard orbiting space sUtions.

DEAR L.V.: I ’m sure 
you’d agree that violent 
behaviour is bad in men as 
well as women. The rise in 
female crime in Germany 
is paralleled in other 
countries. In the United 
States recent reports show 
that the number of women 
arrested since 1970 had 
risen three times faster 
than the number of men. 
According to Dr. Horst 
Schueler-Springorum 
of 
Muich niesity, a decade 
ago only 11 to 14 in­ 
dividuals out of 100 con­ 
victed for crimes were 
women 
Today, it is es­ 
timated that one in three 
criminals is a woman.

G e rm a n 
woman 
criminologist, Prof. Freda 
Adler feels that guns help 
to equalize the difference 
in the physical strength of 


men and women and that 
this, in part, accounts for 
the rise among women in 
crimes involving firearms. 
Some feminists feel that 
women m ay now be 
reacting in anger about the 
roles they’ve been forced 
to play for so many years. 
Women are not by nature 
passive and I don’t know 
that you can assume 
women were so satisfied 
with their 
earlier roles 
just because they stayed in 
the kitchen 
No one wants to see men 
or women involved in 
crime, but as women gain 
more freedom, it can be 
expected that some will 
choose criminal careers 
just as some men have.

BRO TH ERS: My husband 
insists that our son enter 
competitive sports, the 
kind of “ win-or-die” 
games. Often, after he's 
lost, the boy has trouble 
sleeping My husband feels 
we live in a highly com­ 
petitive world and he 
wants the boy to learn the 
how-to-succeed 
game 
before he’s 12, or be well 
on his way by then. I can’t 
fight my husband on this 
anymore, but what can I 
do’> I ’d like to help my 
son so he won't grow into a 
mean, aggressive man who 
feels cheated unless he’s 
on top of every situation — 
C.G. 
DEAR C.G.: I think you 
can help your son by 
presenting a different point 


of view that will temper 
his losses, and at least let 
him know that all people 
don't see the world this 
way. This will help give 
him 
perspective and 
balance. Try to introduce 
him to some art form, 
painting, poetry or music, 
where the individual’s con­ 
centration is on competing 
with himself rather than 
winning over others. 
Several studies have in­ 
dicated that highly com­ 
petitive sports were psy­ 
chologically and emo­ 
tionally damaging to 
youngsters. However, a 
University of Vermont psy­ 
chologist, John Burchard, 
attempted to measure such 
side effects by studying 122 
Pee Wee hockey players 
during that state’s tourna­ 
ment. 
He found that the 11- and 
12-year-old players took 
out their frustrations ver­ 
bally on themselves and 
the referees, but not on the 
opposing players and that 
there was little difference 
in aggression among those 
on the winning and losing 
teams. He concluded that 
competitive 
environment 
may not be all that disrup­ 
tive. It does not elicit 
aggression and hostility 
per se.

Civic Center 
lot expanded 


in Ontario 
An additional 17 parking 
spaces will soon be added 
to the newly opened On­ 
tario Civic Center. 
These will be used by 
handicapped persons, 
county supervisors Joseph 
Kamansky and Robert 
Townsend, their staff 
members and visitors. 
Initially, disabled veter­ 
ans had sought parking 
spaces for the handicap­ 
ped that would provide eas­ 
ier access to the veteran 
affairs office in the large 
complex. 
An apparent planning 
oversight had made ac­ 
cess to these offices by 
persons in wheelchairs 
quite difficult. 
During discussions, 
Kamansky said building 
just four or five handicap­ 
ped parking stalls was "un­ 
economical” and request­ 
ed the additional spaces be 
provided for the supervis­ 
ors. 
This was opposed, how­ 
ever, by Ontario city plan­ 
ners since it would require 
removing a recently land­ 
scaped area in the Civic 
Center and reduce the 
amount of park area and 
landscaped open space. 
But Kamansky’s argu­ 
ment prevailed, with both 
the Ontario City- Council 
and county Board of Su­ 
pervisors approving a re­ 
quest for the additional 
parking spaces. The cost

NEW YORK (UPI) — Stocks headed lower Tuesday in 
slow trading. Investors were disturbed by reports the 
Federal Reserve Board is expecting a large rise in the 
nation’s money supply. 
Also hindering the market was speculation that banks 
would raise their prime lending rate to 7% per cent, 
following last week’s quarter-point jump to 7V* per cent. 
This could put a crimp in business expansion programs. 
Investors were dismayed further that Treasury 
Secretary W. Michael Blumenthal said President Carter 
hasn’t made up his mind “on any of the issues” that would 
be involved in his pending “tax reform” program.

date, 
the dissatisfaction

spreads like a disease. 
And now that mandatory 
retirement at age 65 is 
increasingly 
considered 
discriminatory, that dis­ 
e a s e 
m i g h t 
p la g u e 
American 
corporations, 
causing them to lose some 
of their best managers and 
embittering others. 
“ Every time a chief 
executive leaves his posi­ 
tion, 8 to 1 0 per cent of 
managers below typically* 
receive changes in as­ 
signments as well as 
salary adjustm ents, 
E u g e n e J e n n i n g s , a 
m anagement authority, 
points out. 
“If the chief executive 
stays two years longer 
than the old mandatory 
retirement age, more 
managers who were just 
midly distirbed before 
are unhappy. At three 
years there's a manage­ 
ment exodus.” 
Jennings, 
management 
professor at Michigan 
State University, has spent 
three decades studying the 
c o r p o r a tio n . 
He has 
authored many books on 
the subject and is a con­ 
fidential adviser to cor­ 
porate chairmen and presi­ 
dents. 
“If the chief executive 


stays five years longer 
than the existing man­ 
datory retirement age one 
can see the possibility of 
hundreds if not thousands 
of executives have their 
hopes dashed on the cor­ 
porate wall,’’ he said. 
“In the 500 largest in­ 
dustrial corporations, for 
e x a m p l e , 
35,000 
managerial 
personnel 
would be reduced to the 
condition of uncertainty, 
leading possibly to unhap- 
p i n e s s 
and 
d i s ­ 
satisfaction.’ 
The ripple effect of just 
one person declining to 
retire when expected is 
sometimes overlooked by 
those studying the impact 
of delayed retirements, 
Jennings feels 
But that 
effect cannot be isolated, 
he observed. 
In one corporation of 
250.000 employes and 15.000 
managers, he said, the 
retirement of the chief ex- 
e c u t i v e m ea nt reas- 
signments for more than 
1,700 employes. Had the 
top man not left, many of 
those managers might 
have. 
"Usually I have noted 
that among 1 0 0 candidates 
for president or chairman, 
15 per cent will leave to 
make it else w h e r e , ’ 
regardless of retirement 
policy. “But when the chief 
executive stays on, anoth­ 
er 1 0 per cent or so will 
leave,* he said. 
“This means that when 
the chief executive stays, 


the quit rate among eligi- 
bles is close to 25 per cent, 
depending on how long he 
stays,’’ said Jennings, ad­ 
ding 
“ As long as the can­ 
didates can expect the 
chief to retire they can 
deal with the problem of 
making it or not. But add 
the uncertainty about 
retirement and it becomes 
too much. They look 
elsewhere.” 
The problem for the 
individual in such cases is 
the possible loss of what 
they feel is life's biggest 
prize. Candidates for the 
top jobs are aware that the 
“ window ages,” 
where 
they are observed, is 45-50 
for president, and 51-56 for 
chairman. 
They understand, said 
Jennings, that they must 
get their faces in the win­ 
dow at these ages. And if 
the top man stays, they 
either pass the window and 
out of the picture, or they 
transfer while they have 
the time 
The stress and perhaps 
chaos in their lives is 
matched at the corporate 
level, where “ in com ­ 
panies where the plug 
stays in an indeterminate 
time, the candidates left 
are relatively old or very 
young.” 
When the frustrated 
manager moves to another 
company, he sometimes 
does so only on the as­ 
surance that he can be a vi­ 
able candidate. But if the 


top man there also stays 
on, “it might increase dis­ 
satisfaction with the whole 
system.” 
Recognizing that the 
problem is personal, 
societal, corporate and 
economic, and that de­ 
fenses can be argued for 
both early and late retire­ 
ments, Jennings made no 
attempt during the inter­ 
view to defend one po­ 
sition or another.

Eclipse will 'darken the Earth in the clear day'

In the Bible s book of Amos, 
chapter eight, verse nine, it states, 
“ I will cause the sun to go down at 


noon, and I will darken the Earth in 
the clear day.” 
So it will be on Wednesday in the 
valley when the solar eclipse of Oct. 
12, 1977 occurs. 


SOLAR ECLIPSE 
Maximum phase 1:15 p.m. 


Here, unfortunately, it won’t be at 
noon and it won’t be total. In fact, to 
see the eclipse at its best one would 
have to — as hundreds of scientists 
will — be sitting aboard a ship about 
1,200 miles west of Colomubia, South 
America. 
Locally, viewers will see a 47 per 
cent eclipse, reaching its greatest 
proportion about 1:15 p.m. Wednes­ 
day. From the valley angle, the sun 
will form a rather large crescent 
with the moon moving across and 
blotting out its lower half. 
Though partial here, the total 
eclipse will be visible in a path 
across the Pacific Ocean west of 
Mexico, reaching the coast of Colom­ 
bia shortly before sunset. Some U.S. 
astronomers are going to a site north 
of Bogota to be in the path of totality, 
which then extends into Venezuela, 
but with the sun extremely low in the 
skv. 
Of course, one should take note of 
the usual reminders about eye care 
when looking into the sun. Physicist 
Robert Chambers of Pomona College 
notes the two sale ways to view the 
eclipse while also eclipsing the need 
for any expensive astronomical 
paraphernalia are the pinhole card­ 
board viewer and the folded and ex- 


posed (totally black) sheets of black 
and white picture film. 
The pinhole simply requires two 
pieces of cardboard, one of which 
has been perforated in the center. 
With your back to the sun, hold the 
sheet with the hole up so the sunlight 
may pass through the hole and 
reflect on the other sheet. The image 
of the eclipse should be reflected. 
Chambers said smoked glass 
works well provided the layer of 
carbon is good and thick and 
provides protection from the sun s 
more harmful elements. 
The fascination man has for 
eclipses has not lapsed in the thou­ 
sands of years since they first were 
witnessed. Aside from Biblical nota­ 
tions, they are also recorded among 
the ancient Greeks and Romans with 
Homer mentioning one in the Odys­ 
sey. 
During eclipses, birds have been 
seen to go to roost, squirrels and 
woodchucks have prepared for sleep 
and, in the springtime, tree frogs 
have begun to croak. 
Todav, savs Chambers, apprecia­ 
tion is just as great, though 
somewhat more sophisticated. 
The last really major total eclipse 


throughout the world with no fewer 
than 300 individual experiments per­ 
formed. 
But all those scientists don t go out 
for the fun of it. Among studies sure­ 
ly to be considered Wednesday will 
be views of the sun s light spectrum

in the corona to determine the kinds 
of gases in the sun. the amount of 
heat generated and the areas from 
which the heat comes. 
“ The sun is hotter in some areas 
than in others,” says Chambers. 
Also to be studied will be the sun’s 
coronal region itself; the area where 
the matter burned by the sun is 
spewed out into space. These studies 
can have a significant impact on 
radio and radar communications, 
says Chambers. 
Also to be conducted will be ex­ 
periments in observing the positions 


„ f m i 
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ticular job will take six months, as 
scientists will view stars during the 
eclipse and six months from now to 
determine what impact the sun’s 
gravity has on bending the light from 
far distant stars. 
In performing such a study, says 
Chambers, it is important that one s 
equipment not be moved from the 
spot of the original sighting 
“ Often that’s more difficult than 
taking the measurements." he said 
The next total eclipse in North 
America will be Feb. 29. 1979 when 
the path of totality w ill sweep 
through Oregon, Washington and 
Idaho into Canada. It will be 30 years 
— 2007 — before the next total 
eclipse passes through the central 
part of the nation. In 2024, New York 
City will get a real blackout when the 
path of totality travels right down 
Broadway. 
Caused by the moon simply pass­ 
ing between the earth and sun. 
eclipses occur at least twice a year 
and sometimes as often as five times 
a year, though they are not always 
total. 
Wednesday’s eclipse should begin 
at approximatelv 11:58 a m and con­ 
clude by 2:38 p m. with its maximum 
nhacp ahout 1:15 D m. 
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Hunting ban argued 
for Big Bear Valley

A proposal to ban the firing of 
shotguns in the resort area of Big 
Bear Valley because, of danger and 
nuisance to residents was defeated 
on a split-vote by San Bernardino 
County supervisors Monday. 
Hunters and wildlife lovers argued 
the pros and cons of the proposed ban 
that, if successful, would have stop­ 
ped water-fowl hunting at the pop­ 
ular resort area. 
Supervisors Robert Hammock of 
San B e rn a rd in o and D ennis 
Hansberger of Yucaipa refused to 
totally ban duck hunting at Big Bear, 
but indicated they will support a ban 
for most of the area next week 
For local hunters, it may mean go­ 
ing somewhere other than popular 
Big Bear Lake to shoot ducks. 
The prim ary issue before the 
supervisors Monday was how much 
of the area should be put off-limits to 
hunters. 
Population growth at Big Bear in 
recent years has changed the area 
from rural to urban, residents 
claimed. 
Shotgun hunting, presently allowed 
in close proximity to homes, is in- 
compatable with the wishes of the 
vast majority of residents, they said. 
Supervisor James Mayfield, who 
represents the Big Bear residents, 
proposed completely banning the fir­ 
ing of shotguns — and thus hunting 
- from the 12-mile long, 2-mile wide 
valley. 
He said sentiment was “ 90 per cent 
favor” of completely outlawing 
discharge of firearms in the 


area

• Firing of high-power rifles and 
other guns is already prohibited in 
most of the valley but shotgun use is 
presently unregulated by local or­ 
dinance. 
M ayfield claim ed risks and 
dangers of allowing continued duck 
hunting in the area were too great. 
He also said most residents were op­ 
posed to hunting in the area because 
of the noise nuisance caused by 
shotgun blasts. 
He pleaded for supervisors to sup­ 
port his motion to outlaw shotgun fir­ 
ing in the valley, but received un­ 
qualified support from only one 
Supervisor Joseph Kamansky of 
Upland supported such a ban. He 
said residents should not be required 
to live with noise nuisances and acci­ 
dent dangers around them.

should not have shotgun shooting in 
the urban areas of Big Bear Lake or 
any other areas where people live, 
he said.

In supporting a total shotgun ban, 
the two supervisors went against a 
proposal by the county fish and game 
commission which had earlier ham­ 
mered out a compromise between 
hunters and officials from a wildlife 
group, the Organization of Wildlife 
Lovers (OW L). 
Tony Linza of Chino, who chairs 
the commission, recommended 
supervisors only outlaw shotgun 
shooting on Big Bear Lake and the 
shore area surrounding it. 
He opposed a total ban in the 
valley because he said there were no 
safety reasons to justify it “ There 
has never been a report of injuries 
related to shotgun discharges in Big 
Bear Valley,” he said. 
Linza said state laws might con­ 
flict with a total shotgun ban in the 
area. He said a similar case in Bur­ 
bank had been deemed illegal by the 
state attomev general’s office. 
“ I feel that to close the whole 
valley (to shotgun use) would be in 
conflict with the attorney general’s 
opinion.” he said. 
A spokesman for the California 
Department of Fish and Game, Lt. 
Glen Moore, said he was “ confused” 
over the proposed ban since it ap­ 
peared to conflict with state law. 
“ We do not concur with the neces­ 
sity of closing the entire lake to 
shotgun discharge,” he said 
Most of the hunters testifying Mon­ 
day agreed. 
I)ernis Riley, a hunter, said super­ 
visors should consider setting aside 
special areas for duck hunters in the 
valley. “ Why eliminate it (hunting) 
completely,” he said 
Jim Hall, president of the Big Bear 
Valley Sportsmans Club - which has 
opposed the ordinance all along, said 
that there had never been any 
reported injuries from hunting at Big 
Bear and questioned why the entire 
area was considered for closure. 
On the other hand, several sup­ 
porters erf the ban said hunting was 
dangerous and a nuisance. 
“ We live in a very narrow 
ecologically fragile valley,” said 
John Joiner a Big Bear Valley resi­ 
dent, “ Noise travels in that valley as 
if it were a drum ” 
Supervisors ««aid they will make a 
final decision on the proposed ban 
next Monday at their regular 
meeting. If an urgency measure is 
adopted then, it would likely greatly 
affect the opening of duck hunting 
season, which starts in late October 
and runs till January. 
Big Bear has traditionally been 
one of the prime duck hunting locales 
in Southern California.

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Liberty for 
some or all? 


One of the major threats to religious liberty to­ 
day is the complacency of the American people in 
the face of government encroachment. So says 
Andrew Leigh Gunn, executive director of Ameri­ 
cans United for Separation of Church and State. 
In a recent interview, he cited a number of ways 
the state — chiefly the federal government — is un­ 
dermining that historic “ wall” between it and the 
church(es): The National Labor Relations Board, 
for example, telling the Catholic Church it must 
bargain with teachers unions in parochial schools, 
or the channeling of federal funds through churches 
to build hospitals or retirement homes. 
It’s hard to dispel the complacency precisely 
because so much of the encroachment is for social­ 
ly desirable ends. Now if federal agents were to 
physically invade a church as if it were some kind 
of speakeasy, the breach in the “wall would bo ob- 


VIOUS f o r d ll to 
The strange thing is that this actually happened 
last July, when FBI agents armed with sledgeham­ 
mers, power saws and crowbars, swooped down on 
the Church of Scientology in Washington, D C., and 
Los Angeles in search of documents allegedly 
stolen from extensive government files amassed 
during years of scrutiny of Scientology. 
The warrant for the raid was later declared to b e 
improper by a federal judge and so vague as to be a 
violation of the Fourth Amendment’s guarantee 
against unreasonable searches and seizures. 
Back in 1963, the Church of Scientology in 
Washington had again been the target of federal in­ 
trusion when the Food and Drug Administration 
confiscated the church’s “ E-meters” — electronic 
devices used in counseling sessions — claiming they 
were being advertised for the treatment of dis­ 
eases. The Scientologists eventually won this battle 
with government also. 
Since it was founded in 1954, Scientology has 
gradually won recognition by numerous courts and 
government agencies, including the Internal 
Revenue Service, as a bonafide religion whose 
doctrines are based on a mixture of religious 
philosophies. Nondenominational and open to peo­ 
ple of all faiths, Scientology currently claims 
membership of more than three million in this 
country 
It would seem that the FBI should have 
something better to do in 1977 than harass a 
religious organization whose danger to society — if 
any — has never been demonstrated. 


Felons 
under glass? 


A new type of glass, which a number of 
penologists would like to see replace the traditional 
m etal bars and screens of prisons, was 
demonstrated at a convention of the American 
Correctional Association in Milwuakee a few weeks 
ago. 
The glass is a sandwich of four layers of glass and 
three of a plastic material, and so strong that its 
developer, Globe-Amerada Glass Co., confidently 
displayed a $1,000 check behind it which it offered to 
anyone who could get to it by breaking the glass 
with a baseball bat. 
The glass, surrounded by a number of broken 
bats, was still intact at the end of the meeting 
Penal experts have long advocated getting away 
from the depressing “zoo" aspects of most prisons. 
Glass, noted one of them in Milwaukee, “ is less 
threatening than bars, less brutal." 
Already the supertough glass is being used in the 
psychiatric section of Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center in Washington and in the control center of 
Attica State Prison in New York. 
As the poet said long ago, stone walls do not a 
prison make nor iron bars a cage But if picture 
windows can have a beneficial psychological effect 
on imprisoned criminals, we’re all for it.

A cross 
America, millions of children arrive 
at school in the mornings hungry 
Yet the nation’s underfed school 
children are entitled by law to 
government-subsidized breakfasts. 
The absence of a wholesome morn­ 
ing meal, doctors warn, can have 
grave consequences for young 
children. Hungry youngsters simply 
cannot function in the classroom as 
effectively as those who get their 
nourishment. One seven-year-old 
summed up the problem with 
touching simplicity: “ I get a 
headache that hurts when I don’t eat 
in the morning.’’ 
Congress created a nationwide 
school breakfast program more than 
a decade ago. The implementation 
was left to the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. which is more devoted to the 
cause of agricultural empires than 
hungry children. The department s 
lackadaisical bureaucrats would 
rather pass out subsidies to farmers, 
therefore, than food to impoverished 
youngsters. 
This attitude is exemplified by an 
Agriculture official who was 
questioned about the breakfast 
program during a legal proceeding. 
He was asked for a “reasonable es­ 
timate of how long it would take to 
make breakfasts available to every 
school. 
“1 suppose," he said, "two genera­ 
tions ought to come close to 
reflecting the congressional intent ” 
The flab b erg asted atto rn ey 
demanded: "Could it be done any 
faster than, say, 50 years from 
now?” Replied the bureaucrat: “I 
don’t know I can’t comment on that. 
I don’t know ” 
Thus 11 years after the Agriculture 
Department was supposed to start 
providing school children with sub­ 
sidized breakfasts, only 18 percent of 
the nation's schools now offer a 
breakfast program, 
The effects of mommg hunger are 
familiar to teachers throughout the 
country: listless, apathetic children 
who don’t pay attention, who 


sometimes fall asleep at their desks, 
who complain about headaches, diz­ 
ziness and stomachaches. 
Parents and teachers alike have 
tried to disentangle the feeding of 
children from the bureaucratic 
snarl. But the plight of hungry 
children has received little attention 
in the Agriculture Department. Now 
the Food Research and Action 
Center (FRAC), dedicated to waging 
war against hunger, is taking the is­ 
sue to court. 
The group is preparing a huge, 
elass-action lawsuit against the 
A griculture D epartm ent for 
neglecting the breakfast programs. 
The evidence has already been ex­ 
tracted from officials in sworn 
depositions. We have examined some 
of the findings, which have been held 
back from the press. Here are the 
startling highlights: 
— Some 14 million children in the 
United States are eligible for 
breakfasts free of charge or at 
reduced prices. Yet the breakfasts 
were available only to a scant 5 per­ 
cent of these needy children in 1971, 
less than 10 percent in 1972. At the 
present rate, it would take 46 years 
to provide breakfast to every im­ 
poverished child. Yet Agriculture of­ 
ficials swore this wasn't an un­ 
reasonable timetable. 
— The Agriculture Department 
hasn't yet established uniform stan­ 
dards for determining which schools 
are eligible for the subsidized 
breakfasts. Some states, therefore, 
have decided all their nonpar­ 
ticipating schools are eligible, while 
others insist that none of their 
schools need the program . 
In cred ib ly , P h illip s E x eter 
Academy, one of the nation’s 
wealthiest private schools, offers the 
government breakfasts. Yet Missis­ 
sippi has no breakfast program for 
236 schools, which have a 90 percent 
eligibility average. 
— Because the program was still 
failing to meet its objectives in 1971, 
Congress decided to require every 
state to submit a plan detailing its in­ 
tentions. The purpose was to make 


sure the states made the necessary 
preparations before any federal 
funds were released for child nutri­ 
tion. Yet Agriculture officials have 
approved state plans that are wholly 
inadequate. Of 330 plans approved 
between 1972 and 1977, only 24 con­ 
tained lists of school districts that in­ 
tended to offer breakfasts to more 
poor children. 
- The indifferent, uninspired folks 
at the Agriculture Department have 
regarded the breakfast program as 
such routine drudgery that they 
haven’t bothered to withhold funds 
from states for submitting poor 
plans. Nor has any action been taken 
against a state for failing to achieve 
the objectives of previous plans. 
Some plans have been approved, in 
fact, even though they stated out­ 
right that the program would not be 
expanded. 
— The failure of states to expand 
the program to cover thousands of 
low-income children prodded 
Congress into action. The breakfast 
program, lawmakers decided, must 
be offered in all schools whose stu­ 
dent bodies contain 25 percent low 
income children. Agriculture of­ 
ficials. however, have ignored this 
congressional mandate and have 
refused to require the states to com­ 
ply 
These officials have helped make 
America the best-fed nation in 
history. Despite spreading drought, 
farm ers are harvesting record 
crops. Yet in the swelling slums of 
America, children still endure the 
gnawing pains oi hunger. They are 
the anonymous children of parents 
who are often too poor to afford even 
the government stamps to buy cut- 
price food. 
So the children exist on a diet of 
starches and water. They sit in 
creaking houses, with empty 
stomachs and dull eyes — hungry 
children in the midst of plenty, ig­ 
nored by Agriculture officials 
engrossed in the struggle to reduce 
the bulging farm surpluses at the 
same time that they seek to make 
farmland more productive.

Sacramento scene 
Tax board 
huff over Huff

Whether or not the Franchise Tax Board acts 
uDon the new-found authority provided in an opinion 
ofthe legislative counsel to dismiss its executive of­ 
ficer Martin Huff, the ruling is bound to set the 
stage for future turmoil in the agency as long as he 
remains. 
Huff’s post has been regarded as unique in that, 
although he is an appointee of the three-member 
board, the law says he can only be removed by a 
two-thirds vote of the Senate. 
The board itself is unique in that its three 
members serve ex officio and have full-time 
responsibilities in other state agencies Because of 
that Huff, under previous memberships, was per­ 
mitted to administer board affairs unbridled, the 
members being too busy with other matters to 
bother supervising him. 
The result was that Huff grew to be somewhat of 
a martinet, ruling the agency with an iron hand and 
making unilateral policy and personnel decisions 
without consulting the board and often without its 
knowledge. 
With the turnover of members after the 1974 elec­ 
tions, the new board, seeking to exercise its legally 
assigned responsibilities for administering the tax 
laws, encountered difficulties finding out what Huff 
was doing and, according to at least two of the 
members, refusals to obey instructions tantamount 
to insubordination. 
Furthermore, Huff, a politician himself who got 
the job as a reward for being a campaign finance 
chairman for former Gov. Pat Brown, has been suc­ 
cessful in persuading some segments of the press 
that he stands singlehandedly defending the tax 
records from political tampering by the board 
members. 
. 
The fact is that Huff, according to the .aw, has no 
duties and no powers excepting those delegated to 
him by the board. His open defiance of the present 
board can only be attributed to the sense of security 
he believes he has under the provisions for his 
removal 
. 
Now, the legislative counsel’s opinion that me 
provision violates the separation of powers provi­ 
sions of the state’s constitution may have cut the 
rug but from under Huff. 
The opinion notes that the California courts have 
not ruled on the question but cites a p a r a lle l case 
decided by the U.S. Supreme Court which held un­ 
constitutional the removal of an appointee of the 
president being subject to the consent of the Senate^ 
In case that causes wonder as to the validity ot 
the requirements for confirmation of appointees by 
the Senate, the opinion notes that is a practice ot 
long standing and has been recognized by the 
courts. 
_ 
. ,. 
In any event, even had the law not been held un­ 
constitutional, such a provision violates all the pnn 
ciples of good management and supervision. 
How can a board supervise and control a subor­ 
dinate employee without the power to discipline and 
even terminate such employee? That, of course, is 
what the fuss has been all about. 
If the Legislature doesn’t feel that the tax laws 
can be properly administered by the present board, 
it should change the makeup of the board by alter­ 
ing its composition. Actually, it doesn t seem a bad 
structure, having two constitutional officers, 
elected independently, and an appointee of the 
governor serving as members. 
What will happen next is anybody’s guess The 
board could, on the advice of the opinion, fire Huff, 
leaving him to take the issue to court. Or, in view of 
the opinion, Huff may now decide to be a good boy 
and follow orders. 
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(Editor’s Note: The following 
editorial is reprinted from the Tem­ 
ple Daily Telegram, Temple, Tex.) 
Those who witnessed President 
Carter’s press conference when he 
announced the resignation of his 
friend and budget director Bert 
Lance, can take pride in the behavior 
of the President in the face of — we 
regret to say - a vengeful and 
suspicious Washington press corps, 
Tlie President was cool, articulate 
and sincere in fielding questions both 
sincere and hypothetical. There was 
no question but that he was deeply 
distressed by the turn of events 
which had taken away from his Ad­ 
ministration one of its strongest 
members - a man who was doing a 
good job. But the President’s per­ 
sonal feelings and emotions were 
controlled as he answered with 
simplicity and honesty the ban-age 
of questions thrown at him. His full 
stature came shining through 
When asked if he thought the Bert 
Lance resignation would hurt him, 
he forthrightly admitted, "Probably 
so, to some extent ” Without saying 
so he tacitly admitted that he had 
made a mistake in appointing Lance 
in view of the turn of events 


But it was obvious that his faith in 
Bert Lance has not been shaken by 
the false charges and innuendoes 
thrown at Lance, that his friendship 
for Lance remains intact and that 
nothing has taken place of record 
which would have forced Carter to 
ask for Lance’s resignation. 
On the other hand, he accepted the 
Lance resignation as the logical 
development in view of all the tur­ 
moil and at a time when he is 
burdened with many problems and 
he needs all the help be can get, 
without any extra baggage to bear 
The Washington press corps, in its 
traditional manner of sniping at 
politicians with loaded questions, 
twisting answers, and a kick-em- 
when-they’re-down attitude, was 
more than willing to join forces with 
Lance’s opposition to cast shadows 
of doubt over Lance in complicated 
banking matters which few of us can 
* begin to understand. 
The press has been punishing Bert 
Lance for weeks not for what he may 
or may not haw done but lor the high 
principles which the President enun­ 
ciated during his campaign 
SUU, the Washington press corps 
role in the "Lance Affair” has been 


guided more by vindictiveness than 
by objectivity and the people’s right 
to know The press has shown itself 
to be — just like Lance — less than 
faultless 
All in all, and in contrast to some 
pundits who came on the air after the 
speech, it is our opinion that Presi­ 
dent Carter was not hurt by Lance's 
resignation to any appreciable extent 
except in the kiss oi a very valued 
public servant who had been skillful­ 
ly carrying on his job 
This press conference, more than 
any other, gave the public a true look 
at the inner man who is Mr Carter, 
our President. One cannot help but 
be heartened by his courage, his 
honesty and his forthright answers, 
or fail to wish him every success in 
trying to carry out the duties of his 
office. His is a job which is bigger 
than almost any mortal can handle, 
and it is refreshing to have a man of 
honesty and integrity capable of 
adjusting to events in these times of 
national crisis 
Hopefully, with the support of the 
people and the good intentions of our 
elected representatives, these will 
be resolved without disaster or any 
mishap to our great nation.

DEAR E.A .: The feline blocked bladder-uremia syn­ 
drome is indeed a major cause of death in adult male 
cats. Perhaps the single most important factor is 
avoiding the problem is a high daily fluid intake —■ the 
heavy drinker is rarely a victim. A cat kept in is less like­ 
ly to be exposed to a virus which is apparently a causative 
factor in at least some of these bladder cases. That in 
cat however, should have some system for exercise since 
muscle tone and a trim figure also aid in reducing suscep­ 
tibility to FUS (the blocked bladder syndrome). 


FLASH TO FLEA FIGHTERS 
In your flea-fighting frustration — and for some feline 
and canine owners it can be a long tough battle — never 
use a flea collar in combination with any other anti-flea 
product. 
Using a flea collar along with a powder or spray may 
cause the elimination of pets as well as pests There is 
enough undesirable poison in any single (effective) flea- 
fighting preparation. All of them are intended to be used 
alone. There is, however, one exception to this. Aromatic 
cedar shaving dog beds are safe to use in conjunction with 
a flea collar (O R) flea powder, and those cedar mats are 
repelling, revolting and repugnant to most fleas

The company, according 
to the Labor Department, 
also refused the man 
em p lo y m e n t on the 
grounds that he would in- 
crase risks of liability. 
The Labor Depart­ 
ment's investigation, how­ 
ever, indicates that the job 
did not require prolonge 
periods of sitting or 
standing which might 
aggravate his condition. 
The individual is now 
employed as a technical 
illustrator with another 
company and only seeks 
back pay for his nine- 
month period of un­ 
employment. 
General Dynamics has 20 
days from the receipt of 
the complaint to request a 
hearing before a Labor De­ 
partment administrative 
law judge. 


If it is found in violation, 
the firm's present con­ 
tracts may be terminated 
and it could be debarred 
from future government 
contract work.

“ But if I was starving in the desert 
and I found a plate of spaghetti — 
and I love spaghetti -—I’d rather beat 
his butt this week,” said Lasorda 
“ That’s a two-way street,” Martin 
confirmed. 
The two bosom buddies win 
become arch-rivals for anywhere 
from four to seven games beginning 
tonight when Lasorda’s Dodgers and 


Martin s Yankees clash in the World 
Series. 
Before the skirmishing began, 
however, the rival managers found 
time to sit down for some friendly 
libation Monday evening. 
After going through the formality 
of a pre-Series meeting in the mid­ 
town Manhattan office of baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn, Martin 
and Lasorda adjourned downstairs to 
have a few drinks and relive a few 
memories while startled onlookers 
gaped at them. 
“ It’s Columbus Day and us Italians 
have to stick together,” said Martin, 
born Alfred Manuel Pesano. 


Ironically, the Martin-Lasorda 
friendship began with a near-fight in 
1956 during a game between the 
Yankees and the Kansas City A’s.

“ I love my

Falcons 
facing 
pressure 


ATLANTA (AP) — It’s a 
novel question: the coach 
of the Atlanta Falcons be­ 
ing asked if his team’s per­ 
formance w ill be hurt by 
the pressure of being on 
top of its National Football 
League division. 
“ No, I don’t think so,” 
said Coach Leeman Ben­ 
nett “ That’s not to say we 
won’t have a bad game 
somewhere along the way. 
But I don’t think the pres­ 
sure will get us 
The Falcons, 4-10 the 
past two seasons, are 3-1 
and leading the Western 
Division of the N F L ’s 
National Conference. 
Their defense got them 
there. 
Sunday’s 7-0 shutout of 
San Francisco kept the 
number of points yielded 
by the Falcons to a league- 
leading 19. And next Sun­ 
day’s game at winless Buf­ 
falo — third-lowest-scoring 
team in the N FL — doesn’t 
seem to threaten the 
Falcons’ won-lost record 
or defensive statistics. 
“ I don’t know if we re 
that good, but we are 3-1,” 
said rookie Coach Bennett. 
“ People w ill have to con­ 
sider us a contender now. 
“ We didn’t set any goals 
when this season started.’ 
he said. “ We just wanted 
to improve week by week 
and play mistake-free foot­ 
ball. So far, we’ve done 
that.” 
Almost. 
The Falcons lost two 
apparent touchdowns ot of­ 
fside penalties Sunday, but 
in three of their four 
games they haven’t given 
up the ball by interception 
or fumble. 
The offense hasn’t 
moved the ball all that 
well, either, but the 
Atlanta defense has made 
up for that. 
“ Hey, we’ve got a good 
defense,” said Rolland 
Lawrence, the cornerback 
who scored both apparent 
touchdowns that were 
called back. “ This is a 
completely new ball club 
from what it was and it 
shows,” said Lawrence, 
who is not a newcomer to 
the team 


his aerial accuracy of 56 
per cent and his two TD 
passes this season come as 
no surprise. But Morton 
also has carried 15 times 
for 62 yards and three 
touchdowns this year. 
A typical Morton running 
play finds him faking to a 
back at the left side of the 
line and, as both teams 
gravitate toward that side, 
Morton scampers un­ 
escorted around right end. 
He scored on such a mis­ 
direction play from 7 yards 
out against Kansas City 
Sunday, 
and 
also 
scampered In from 5 yards 
out against Buffalo two 
weeks ago. 
Against St. Louis the 
week before, Morton’s 
naked bootleg picked up a 
first down on a key third- 
and-long situation deep in 
Denver territory late in the 
game, icing the victory. 
Morton isn’t fast and his 
running style isn’t pretty, 
but it is effective. 
“ I ’ve never had plays de­ 
signed for me to run the 
football before,” he said. 
“ I ’m not going to gain 1,000 
yards, but as long as 
defenses are giving us that 
option we’ll take it. It’s 
really like a reverse. You 
try to get the flow going 
one way, then take it the 
other. It’ll work as long as 
defenses are not con­ 
taining the back side. 


“ There’s an element of 
surprise in those plays. 
Sometimes even my team­ 
mates don’t know , the only 
player I ’ll tell is the back 


who’s supposed to take the 
handoff.” 
F o r someone w ith 
scarred knees, the result of 
four knee operations, such 
antics could be dangerous 
But Morton is smart 
enough to know when to hit 
the dirt. He doesn’t try 
running 
over 
any 
defenders. And he has 
some experience in carry­ 
ing the ball. He was a 
feared punt returner in 
high school and ran the ball 
with some authority at the 
University of California 
Football is fun again for 
the 13-year veteran. At 
Dallas. Morton lost out to 
the more popular Roger 
Staubach in the battle for 
the No. 1 quarterback spot. 
Ironically, it was Stau- 
bach’s running ability 
which endeared him to the 
Cowboy fans. 
Morton demanded a 
trade and was shuttled off 
to the New York Giants 
midway through the 1974 
season. Although his 
statistics were respec­ 
table, his 2Mi years in New 
York were not pleasant. 
“ I tried to do things I 
shouldn’t have" to make up 
for the Giants’ shortcom­ 
ings, Morton says, and the 
results weren’t positive. 
Frustrated Giants' fans, 
looking for a scapegoat, 
chose Morton. He was 
frequently and loudly 
booed. 


Last March, Morton and 
Denver’s Steve Ramsey 
switched teams in what 
amounted to a change of 


scenery lor both. Ramsey 
was sim ilarly disliked by 
Bronco fans. The trade 
stands as one of the best in 
Denver history, since 
Ramsey didn’t make the 
Giants' roster. 
Morton was pleased with 
the trade. “ There’s no 
comparison between the 
two football programs,” he 
said. “ I liked the people in 
New York and they were 
good to me, but it’s so 
much better here. This is a 
disciplined organization, 
which I was used to at 
Dallas. Denver has good 
management and ex­ 
cellent coaching. It’s nice 
to be a part of that again. ” 
He also is a fan of the 
Broncos’ offense instituted 
by first-year Coach Red 
M iller. “ W e’ve been 
progressing every week,” 
he said.
